How will it benefit the county here- 
after? 

Tbacounty will be wealthier— inter 

communication will be easier: exports 
and imports can be moved at less ex- 
pense of time and money; tlie wear 
and tear of vehicles and teams will be 
less; our school, church and social 
privilegea' will be much better, in 
fact the enumeration would kw too 
long for a full answer. 

Than to bnild tlia roada at once 
would help this generation as wtilas 

the next generation? 

Yes, beyond a doabt. 

Wa would wjoy the bensflts, and so 

would our children after as. 

What does the town of Columbia 
pay on the county roads outside of the 
town?. 

It pays on $-1.51,72.5 annually. or about 
oneaixtb of the whole road tax 

Will it be required to coirtinaa to 

pay under a bond iaae? 
Certainly. 

Then the town does not get all 
beoaltdoeait? 

No, the greater benefit is to 
county, but all will share in it, 
the general goo^ ia what alioald 
trol us in town and county alike. 
Our interests can not and ought not 
to' be aaparatad. 

What would be the advantage re- 
sulting from a good road to Cumber- 
land river? 

It would help the country very 
much in ttie reduction of freight catea 
especially on heavy arUelsa, aueb aa 
fertilizer, iron, fencing etc. A great 
1 part of the year we would liave the 
eomp^tion between Tx>uisville, Cin- 
I clnnati and Nashville for our trade, 
I also between the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad and the Qaaan h Cres- 
cent railroad. 

I(we ever get a railroad here it will 
be because of this competition, and 
the greater the competition, the bet- 
tor our chance to secure the road. 

Say, for instance, we levy a tax of 
thirty cents, what would we raalize? 
In round numbers 18,400. 
What do we get thia fiar from the 
Steto road fund? 
About t3,af0 

How would tliis IM oaad nndar a 

bond issue? 
The two sume amount to 911,660. 
Interest ea the bond isBBa dedoeted 

S6,2S0 would leave 15,400, a part of 
which could be set apart as a sinking 
fund, tlia balanea, leas coat of eoOeet- 
Ing, for maintenance? 

Is it proboble that this would be in- 
creased? 

Yes, it is the general experience 
that when roads are built the wealth 
of the ooonty increases as above 
stacad, and we would also receive more 
framtbo State fund. In this way we 
would bave more for the sinking fund 
of ttia roada. Tba

cost of maintenance ought not to be ■ 
graat, for a few years, and in any 

event, it would be easier to maintain 
a good roadtlian a bad one. When 
counties have good roads they manage 
to keep them up, and find it profita- 
ble to do so. There is no reason why 
we shoold iM an exception. 

If any progress is made in road 
building it is just as easy to maintain 
the roads under a bond issue as by ap- 
ply ing the annual taies and State 
road fund to the construction of a 
small piece of road each year. Tlie 
advautoge is rather in favor of good 
roads at once, thus lessening the task 
of maintenance. 

With a bond issue of 1125,000 what 
would be the ratio of the country's 
wealth to its indebtedness? 

It would be about the same as that 
of a man owning a tMi thousand dol- 
lar farm contracting a debt of $2-50 to 
buy clover seed, or building a silo or 
bam. 

Didn't Green and Taylor counties 
get into trouble over a bond Issue? 

Yes, but the ciMomstaneaa were 
very different from a bond lasoa nodor 

the road law. 
In ttie flrst place their Imue waa 

twice as large or mora in each eoonty 

as is proposed liere 
In the aaeoBd place, their tMwda 

were issued and turned over to a cor- 
poration, which sold the bonds and 
collected the money. The counties 
had nothing to do with the sale of the 
bonds or the collection or expenditure 
of the money. 

They defaulted, and have had con- 
siderable trouble in their efforts to 
avoid payment— but, so tu, they have 
succeeded in their efforts. 

At the same time, Marion county, 
as we remember, issued iMMida to the 
amount of $.3iW,00C' to the same road. 
Under wiser management, it created 
a sinking fund, paid its bonds, and 
while doing so built pikes in all parts 
of the county, the county contrib- 
uting to their construction from |G00 
to (1,000 per mile. 

Green and Taylor have certainly 
been very much benefited by the 
building of the road to the county 
seats. 

If we vote bonds, our issue would on- 
ly be for $125,000. One-half of this 
with the accrued Intorest the State 
agrees to pay back to the county, so, 
we will in fact, put into yt\6 roads 
$62,500. 

Under the road law, we do not turn 
our bonds over to a corporation. We 
sell them ourselves, and for face value, 
and whenever a bond goesout, its face 
value in good money, comes into the 
county treasury. The holder cithe 
bond then lias our obli^^ation, and we 
have his money. We put that money 
in good roads, and every body is ben- 
efited thereby. The money is spent in 
our midst, almost every dirilar of it, 
and at the and the money is here plus 
the good roads. If Rood roads are 
worth any thing we are just tluit 
much batter off tlian we were btf ore. 
Then good roads will invite capital to 
the county; farmers will come to buy 
our lands, aa they came to Taylor 
county when the railroad was bnilt, 
and they will assist us in liquidating 
tlM bondb and boilding up thecMinty 
materially. 

Does the law safe-guard the con- 
tracts for road building? 

Yes, contracte paaa the acratiny ot 
the Fiscal court, and also the Stato 
Boad Commissioner, and after a road 
is iMiilt, a certein per cent., of the con- 
tract price Is with held for a year in 
order that it may be certain that the 
contnetor haa done his da^.

awapptaog newi^apan and tobacco, 
hurling back and rottb graatlnga and 
epithets. 

More days passed, and still neither 
side received orders either to attack or 
la wttMnw. Soma sort of co-opera- 
tion seemed neceaaaty. Accordingly 
the Germans hoisted a white flag and, 
advancing under this, entered the allied 
trench for a conference. The result 
waa that an agreem«>nt was reached 
that it would be more comformble for 
all to Hre In one trench nntfl one aids 
or the other received orders. 

The Germans mov^d over bag and 
baggage, and for a number of days all 
wait welL Many of the Gennana 
spoke English or French. Under the 
strange cireomatanoea friendships 
sprang up. Both ffecflons dreaded the 
arrival of a messenger. 

One day a meaaenger came, and 
plana for the renewal of hoatlllliea 
were hastily made. But the messenger 
proved to be only a bearer of mail and 
newspapers for the Germans. All 
gathered around, while a German be- 
gan to translate the latest dispatches 
from Beriln. Unhappily for the har- 
mony of the gathering. It referred to 
Calais by Us German name "Kales" 
and spoke of bomb droppings on va- 
ious French towns and of contem- 
lated air raids on Great Britain.

His mether, Mrs. Helena WilliarDS, 
who resides at this place, two sisters, 
one brother and one aunt, the writer 
and Mrs. Eli/a Conover, with many 
other relatives and friends were pres- 
ent to en!oy tAie da^.

I DangerSignakofTubercuIosis |

IN a previous article, it was stated that near^ everybody has tu- 
berenloataatiOMtimtflrotherdnrtBg'ldilin^^ Autopsies on 
people have shown that hardly a single human being reaches 
i mature life without a scar on his lungs or elsewhere showing 
jiHiere tuberculosis had attacked hiid^ and he, by his normal resist* 
!«nce and vitality, had warded off the continuation of the attack. 

Because tuberculosis is so widespread, every man, woman and 
child should give the most careful attention to those signs of the 
disease which point out danger. The treacherous disease germs may 
enter the body in early childhood and may not cause any serious 
trouble for ten or fif tain jmn. Then, all of a sadden, when the 
body is weakened by overwork, worry, siekness, or bad living and 
working conditions, these sleeping germs wake up and become ac- 
Ittrt ia tih« destruction^ of the lungs or other oi^ans. The working 
man or woman, therefore, cannot be too careful in the safeguarding 
of health and in .watching out for those sjnmptoms which indicate 
that the disease of tuberculosis is actually present. What, then, 
are some of the danger signals and what should be done about them? 

(1) First of all, there is a cough that hangs on and will not 
dear up. If it lasts for a month or longer, it is a red light, a danger 
signal, which you cannot afford to ignore. It may start with wet 
feet or some other irfSgnifieant circumstance, but no matter how the 
cough started, if it does not go away, see your doctor at once. Colds 
frequently weaken the bodily tono and resistanee, so that it is easy 
for the lurking germs to get a foothold. 

(2) Loss of weight, accompanied by a loss of appetite, and a cer- 
tain amount of "stomach trouble " is another danger signal, which 
you must not pass unheeded. Sometimes loss of weight may come 
from some other cause than tuberculosis, but it pays to be on your 
guard. You may not have a cough, and you may experience very 
little trouble except a sort of chronic weariness. You ought to know 
vhat Jrour normal weight should be. If you begin to lose five, ten 
or more pounds without any apparent reason, look for sound med- 
ical advice at once. Sometimes with loss of weight goes a loss of 
appetite, and trouble wth bowels and stomach, even running to 
diarrhea. Whether you are losing much weight or not, look out for 
this danger signal. It is a warning that something is wrong. 

(3) Then there is that run-down, all-the-time-tired feeling. Most 
people have days when they feel unusually tired, for some reason 
or other. Such an occasional period of "spring fever" or "lazy 
liver" may not be at all dangerous, but when every day for two or 
three weeks you hate to get up and dread to do anything but lie 
around and be Inzy, there is danger ahead. This is Nature's warn- 
ing to you that some enemy iusido your body is mppiiii jour 
vitality. Don't ignore the warning signal! 

(4) Anyone of the three symptoms just mentioned may occur 
tiingly or all of thorn may come at one time. When, to any or all, 
there is added a fever in the late afternoon or during the night, 
•eoompanied possibly by sweats, beware of lids danger signaL It 
is a bright red flas v«-hich Nature waves before you. cautioning you 
to give immediate heed. Anyone's temperature may rise at times, 
aome people's more easily than others. But when for a week every 
afternoon alx)ut four or five o'clock you'vp f<Af feverish, or when 
night after night you wake up in a dripping sweat, you may rest 
aanired that there is nothing normal about that. Go to your doctor 
at once and toll him about it. You may have no cough and no other 
ogn of disease, and this may be tlie only waraing you^l get. Give 
heed to it at once. 

(5) " If you have a cough and in spitting you find streaks of 
blood in your sputum, you m&j rest assured that something is 
wrong. It may not be a direct sign <u tuberculosis, but whatever it 
is, you should attend to it at once. You cannot afford to waste 
time putting it off. Nature may give you that more emphatic 
warning of the presence of tuberculosis, a hraiorrhage of the lungs. 
If 'so, don't be scared unduly. It is a danger signal, and if yon 
heed it, you may be safe. 

There are other danger signals, some which you can see and 
some which only a trained physician can detect. Your safety lies 
in getting medical attention as early as possible. Tuberculosis can 
be cured if it is discovered in time. The time to discover it is when 
the first symptoms show themselves. Don't take chances with 
Death. Yonll lose every time. 

Go to a good doctor, if you notice any. of these danger signals, 
and insist that he examine you stripped to the waist. If you can't 
afford a doctor, go to a free clinic and be examined. It may cost 
a few dollars to be examined, but it may save you hundreds of 
dollars, imtold suffering, and i>ossibly your Ufe and that of your wife 
and faruily. 

"SAFETY FIRST" is a motto that applies to tnberenlosis, 
especially when it is first showing itself.

flies were dead. And I found, and 
still find that all the flies In the trap 
will die in two days. They surely do 
not die from want of ventilation, for 
tlie trap is all tlie time full oE air. 
And on tiie other liand, it seems to 
me, that if all tlie tiies die in two days, 
we ouglit to find dead flies scattered 
dU over the face of the earth. The 
flies are the pests for us to tight, and 
if every body would engage in it, the 
whole tribe could soon be driven from 
the land. Ttie mosquitoes have been 
almost put out of commission. I have 
not seen a case of old fashionsd **th»k' 
in afor," for ssfocal ysaa^ 

I am thoronghly oonTineod that the 
bed bug is the cause of pellagra It 
is said by the poet that the bed bug 
iias no wings at all, but he gets there 
all the same. I have never known one 
to be behind time. Butas we iiave no 
pellagra in our county, and as a bed 
bug has to bite somebody and get 
himself inoculated, before lie can im- 
part the disease to others, and as the 
bed bug is the most thoroughly hated 
of anything in all the world, and ev- 
ery body does everything to put him 
out of business. It is not worth 
while to waste time of the institute 
in dlBCwwsIng this pest. Tho d is e ase , 
consumption, is the most dangerous 
of all tho dISMSss that affllet human- 
ity in this country. More people die 
from it than any other one complaint. 

There never lias been a case of con- 
sumption, there is no case of con- 
sumpiioii now, and tliere never will be 
a case of consumption tliat has not 
been brought on by promiscuous spit- 
ting. Stop the spitting and you stop 
consumption. That ouglit to be easy 
to do, and would be if the people 
would believe this. But the people 
will not believe. It wmild require 
another dose of thuBdar and light- 
ning to oouTlnoe some pooido of these 
truths Slnoel hare been battling 
withoonsmnptlon, the death rate has 
been rodaeea from 60 to 30 per aimum. 
This has been going on for 15 years, 
and shows that there are more than 
200 people in the county living to-day 
that would liave been dead liad it not 
been for the work of the health board. 
We do not know who these people are, 
but we know that they are living 
among us to day. During the month 
of July just passed, I visited 54 of the 
public schools in the county, and 
found that there had been an increase 
over last year of 150, which is not 
near what it oo^t to hare been. I 
have always been a strong adfooate of 
a compulsoiy s^KMri law, and a rigid 
enforoMnent of it, but I will not make 
any suggestions as to the hows and 
wherefore to bring it about. I believe 
Prof. Huffaker will do what is neces- 
sary in the matter. 

In my talks to Uie schools, I under- 
take to teach the teachers to use good 
language, and make no grammatical 
blunders This is somewhat like the 
blind leading the blind. I have never 
studied grammar myself, but I pre- 
sume it is required by the common 
school law, and that every one who 
has a certifieato of qualification to 
teach, is pvasombed to know some- 
thing of grammar. This Is rather a 
violent presumption. Three or four 
years ago I visited a school in this 
county. The teacher met tlie me at 
door. I asked her if she knew meV 
OhI yes. she answered, I knode you as 
soon as 1 seed you. In the same year 
I visited a colored school, and in con- 
versation witli him, I said: "Dick, I 
thought you was going to teach in 
Metcalfe this year?" He answered: 
"Yes I did intend to, but about the 
time I got ready to go my wifo Ae 
tMkaa&k." I said: "Di^, ate you 
not toaohlng grammar?" "Yes sir," 
hoanswoiod. "WoU, what kind of 
giammardoyoo eaU this? My wife 
she taken sick." "Oh yes, he an- 
swered, tuck, tuck, tuek. I have not 
had to correct any teacher this year 
but one, and that was a colored female 
teacher, and by the way one of the 
best teachers She had one of the 
windows of the house repaired, and 
said it was done when she was not 
pfmt , and she did not know when 
they done it. I called the attention 
to tbo blunder, and she corrected it 
wfai thanks. Ton teortiori whose 
schools I have not visited, must be on 
your P's and Q's, for when I some, 
andyouBMko auy Uuadm, I will 
speak right out in meeting. But the 
biggest blunder I haye beard for years, 
AM f noa a OBBdidato ftnr tho Ken- 
tucky Senate. He lives in another 
county. I asked him how he thought 
thoraeo wooldfoiBmy eounty? He 
said: "what betwight he and I? As I 
am not undertaking to regulate the 
language of the members of the future 
legislature, I made no response to him. 

And now ladies and gentlemen of 
the Adair county institute, I waat to 
say this: I believe institutes are good 
things, but I think they ought always 
to be held before the schools begin. 
A break of a week in a school will al- 
ways damage the school, and then if 
there are any new plans or theories 
suggested ttiat ought to be tried out, 
they ought to bo tried at the begin- 
ning of the session. I have immense 
ly enjoyed this sesaHtn, andtjonsider it 
ono of tho bMi that IhaTO ^ver at- 
tended. As k>ng as I am health 
officer of the county, I expect to take 
a llTOly interest in the public schools. 
And now I want to thank you fbr tho
